Claims 7, 8, and 10-27 allowed. 

As to claims 7,8, 10-19 and 26, the prior of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a process absorption 
spectrometer for a gas comprising first unit containing a source of radiation, 
wherein the first unit is designed as a field device having a first communication 
device, and wherein the first unit is connectable to a field bus via the first 
communication device: and at least one second unit containing a detector, 
wherein the second unit is designed as field devices having a second 
communication device, and wherein the second unit is connectable to the field 
bus via the second communication device, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 7. 

As to claims 20-25 and 27, the prior of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render a process absorption spectrometer 
comprising a first unit containing a source of radiation; a second_unit containing a 
detector, wherein the first unit and the second units are separately being 
connected to a field bus, wherein the field bus is connected to a master device, 
wherein the master device is a process controller, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claim 20.
